Continuing the Holiday Celebrations series, the 
U.S, Postal Service proudly commemorates two of 
the most important festivals on the Islamic calendar. 
Eid al-Fitr marks the end of Ramadan, the month of 
fasting, and Eid al-Adha comes at the end of the 
hajj, the annual period of pilgrimage to Mecca. The 
literal translation of the calligraphy on the stamp is 
“blessed festival.” Calligrapher Mohamed Zakariya 
used traditional methods and instruments to evoke 
great works of Islamic art.
